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1, The Rathenow (N 53/4 15) airfield, north of the wolzen Lake was azain 
occupied on 11 July 1950. There were seventeen U-2 biplanes and two 
single-engine, low-wing moneplanes at the field. The latter type had 
an in-line engine, a three-bladed propeller, enguler xing tips, a 
cockpit between the edges of the wings, an atenna rod apparently at 
the trailing edge of the cockpit,a landing gear which retracted to the 
rear, and a retractable tail wheel. *

own to which units the aircraft are assigned, The type of the single~ 
engine low-wing monoplanes cannot Le determined, It is asswaed that 
they are Il-2s or Il-10s since their laiding gears retract to the rear. 
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
